Sir: 


I return by today’s mail, the bills of the Adams Express Co. for transportation of standard 
silver dollars, and fractional silver coin during the month of February 1879, transmitted by you 
to this office on the 11th ultimo. 


It has been found impracticable to have a preliminary examination of the bills made by 
both the 1st Auditor and 1st Comptroller; and they are therefore returned to you for payment, 
subject of course to the correction of any errors found by the accounting officers when regularly 
auditing your accounts the account of the Express Company for the transportation of Gold 
bullion and coin has been approved and referred to the accounting officers for settlement. 


I would respectfully suggest that before making payment of the accounts returned that 
you ascertain whether the Express Company have paid over the amount found to be due from 
them, from over charges for transportation of silver coin from the mint, and disallowed by the 
accounting officers in the adjustment of the accounts of your predecessor in office.
